* the bona-fide owner of a territorial bond or warrant loses the 
“same, or it is destroyed without his fault, that before another 
“bond or warrant shall issue in lieu of the one lost or destroyed, 
* the owner should be required to satisfy the Territorial Auditor 
t of the loss or destruction of the same, and that he be then re- 
quired to give a bond to the territory, with two or more sureties, 
“in a sum double the amount of the bond or warrant lost or de- 
* stroyed, to be approved by said Auditor, stipulating to indem- 
“nify the territory for any loss she may sustain, or payments 
"ghe may be compelled to make, by reason of the bond or warrant 
“represented as lost or destroyed being presented by an innocent 
* holder and paid. 

“I see no reason why you should not, by legislation, enforce the 
* same rule against the holders of our bonds and warrants that

“lost or destroyed. As evidence that this class of legislation is‘ 
* unsafe, 1 have the honor to cite two acts of the Legislature, one 
“found on page 92, of the laws of 1869, and page 91, laws of 1870, 
“ granting duplicate and triplicate warrants to one S. W. Haskell. 

“Т am informed that the triplicate has been paid by the terri- 
“ tory to said Haskell, and that the duplicate is now in the hands 
“of an innocent party, who is demanding payment of the same

* tively, in his affidavit, that the warrant was destroyed ut a cer-
